Tuesday morning, crews were 
repairing the final sections of 
damaged line, replacing power 
poles and ‘restoring insulators, 
The basic infrastructure should 
be repaired and all contract 
crews released today, according 
to Larry Avery, AEC vice presi- 
dent, engineering and operations. 

“We still-have a few leaning 
trees and limbs that need to be 
trimmed or removed, but we 
expect to have that completed 
within the next seven to 10 
days,” says Avery. 

“All the support was excellent 


as possible. We are extremely 
fortunate to have such a high- 
caliber group of employees.” 

Hurricane Dennis caused sig- 
nificantly less damage to AEC’s 
transmission system than initial- 
ly expected. The storm made 
landfall at 2:25 p.m, CDT 
Sunday on Santa Rosa Island, 
Fla., between Navarre Beach 
and Pensacola Beach as a 
Category 3 hurricane and then 
fizzled into a tropical depression 
by early Monday,

American Cancer Society encourages colorectal cancer testing 


The American Cancer Society 
is raising awareness that the 
third most common calise of 
cancer and cancer death in both 
men and women in the United 
States is largely preventable. 

The Society estimates that this 
year 145,290 Americans ‘will be 
diagnosed with colorectal cancer 
(commonly referred to as colon 
cancer). and 56,290. will diée of 
the disease, a number that could 
be cut in half if Americans fol- 
lowed American Cancer Society 
testing recommendations for 
colon cancer.

As we near a Senate vote on 
the flag amendment, which 
passed the House for the 6th 
time June 22, the hysteria in the. 
media runs wild. They fear it 
could pass and in their frenzy 
they distort the facts. From 
recent radio and TV interviews 
it is clear to me that many of 
them have not read the amend- 
ment and do not understand its 
purpose or impact. Tragically, 
they mislead their audience and 
are blatantly unfair to the truth. 
As an aside, many of those who 
fight for the right to desecrate 
the symbol of our country are 
Outraged at the desecration of 


‘the symbol of many terrorists. 


Let’s look at the truth. 

Many in the media support 
flag desecration as free “expres- 
sion.” One need only think of 
the many. types of expression to 
know why the Pounders wisely 
eschewed that word. Some, in 
desperation to fit their objec- 
tions into the First Amendment, 
use the word “speech” in contra- 
diction of the dictionary and in 
defiance to reason.

Critics say the amendment 
protects the flag and changes the 
Bill of Rights. It does neither, 
and this is important to under- 
stand. 

The flag amendment says: 
“The Congress shall have power 
to prohibit the physical desecra- 
tion of the flag of the United 
States.” An amendment, of 
itself, does not protect the flag. 
It simply takes control over the 
flag away from the courts and 
returns it to the people where it 
resided until 1989. Once the 
amendment is ratified, and only 
then, can a law be passed to pro- 
tect the flag. This point is funda- 
mental for those Senators who 
seek a statute to protect Old 
Glory. They can have a statute, 
but only after an amendment is 
ratified by the people. 

As for changing the Bill of 
Rights, consider this. By judi- 
cial fiat, with a single vote from 
one Supreme Court Justice, flag 
desecration was inserted into 


_ the Bill of Rights. If you deny 


this then answer this question: If 
the Court had declared that flag 
burning was not speech, would 
they then have amended the Bill 
of Rights?

Commissioner Ron Sparks advises 
horse owners to vaccinate for EEE 


Commissioner Ron. Sparks 
announced that seyen positive 
cases of Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis (EEE) in horses 
have been found in South 
Alabama. Five horses were 
located in Baldwin County, one 
in Escambia County, and one in 
Mobile County. “Hurricane 
Dennis has made us extremely 
vulnerable to the spread of mos- 
quito-borne viruses and we need 
to protect our livestock and our- 
selves,” stated Sparks. “I want 
to encourage horse owners to 
vaccinate their horses for both 
EEE and West Nile Virus as 
soon as possible,” stated Sparks. 

EEE is a mosquito-transmit- 
ted disease that is much more 
severe than West Nile Virus 
(WNV). The mortality rate in 
horses from WNYV is reported at 
around 30%, while the rate for 
EEE is almost 90%. Infected 
mosquitoes are the primary 
source for EEE, The virus caus- 
es inflammation or swelling of 
the brain and spinal cord, 
General symptoms include cen- 
tral nervous system signs such 
as; head pressing, convulsions, 
lack of response to facial stimu- 
lation, fever above 103 degrees, 
ataxia, paralysis, anorexia, 
depression, and stupor, Other 
symptoms may include irregular 
gait, teeth grinding, in-coordina- 
tion, circling, ‘and staggering. 
All symptoms may not be exhib- 
ited by an infected horse.

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Frazier recommend vaccinating 
your horses every six months 
against both EEE and WNV. 
Horse owners are encouraged to 
contact their local veterinarian 
to schedule a vaccination for 
their horses. The public is also 
advised to make every effort to 
reduce human exposure to mos- 
quitoes in the aftermath of 
Hurricane Dennis. The first 
human death in 2005 from EEE 
has been confirmed recently ina 
man in Escambia County and 
another patient is being treated 
in Baldwin County.

*** The Elba Tiger football family was shocked and deeply sad- 
dened over the weekend to learn of the sudden passing of Coach 
Mack Wood. Coach Wood had entered the hospital earlier in the 
week for minor surgery and had been released, but was readmitted 
after suffering pains related to the surgery and died early Sunday 
morning. Coach Wood was the all-time winningest football coach 
in the history of Elba High School and led the Tigers to a pair of 
state championships and two runner-up finishes in his long and 
stellar career at Elba, and last, season. was honored with.a ceremo- 
ny in which the field at Tiger Stadium was named “Coach Mack 
Wood Field.” I considered myself to be a very close friend of 
Coach Wood when he was at Elba High and have stayed in touch 
since his retirement, and his sudden passing left me speechless and 
in disbelief.1 guess I still remember the hard nosed football coach 
that pushed his players to be the best they could be and find it hard 
to believe that he could be beaten by anything, much less an ill- 
ness. It will take me a long time to get over his passing, but I will 
never forget all the good times we shared on the sidelines and in 
the coaches office and Iam thankful that the decision was made to 
name the field after him while. he was still alive. The honor 
brought him to tears on that Friday night on “Coach Mack Wood 
Field,” and I am sure moré tears will trickle down the faces of 
many Tiger fans this coming season when they enter the stadium 
and look at the sign that bears his name. 

*** Former Elba Tiger football standout Gavin Mauldin has 
been named a team captain for the upcoming 2005 football season 
at Tusculum, College, in Greeneville, Tennessee. Pioneer head 
football coach Frankie DeBusk announced the four offensive and 
four defensive captains in early summer, and the former all-state 
lineman was included on the honored list. Mauldin; a 6-7, 300- 
pound offensive lineman, played in the final nine games of the 
season last year as a Sophomore and during his career at Tusculum 
has - been. named to ‘the South. Atlantic Conference 
“Commissioner’s Honor Roll’ and the Athletic Director's ‘Honor 
Roll.” Gavin is the son of Jeff and Teresa Mauldin and is making 
a name for himself at the collegiate level at both the football field 
and in the classroom:

That fact 
has been overlooked recently at many high schools, Elba: High 
included, where at junior high games there are no kickoffs and no 
punting, Years ago youngsters learned how to punt when they were 
still in junior high and carried the skills over to high school. Now 
a player may be a sophomore before he ever even tries to punt or 
kick a football.

Live bait, fly rods 
and blue gills 


| have a friend north of the Mason-Dixon line who is a fly fishing 
purist. He fishes with a fly rod that costs as much as a pretty good 
used Jon boat and small outboard would here in Alabama. He walks 
the stream banks turning over rocks and looking on the underside of 
leaves to see what insects are hatching. He then matches his findings 
with.a hand tied fly he delicately casts to trout. He would never even 
consider using live bait on his favorite stream. 

My friend's fly-fishing outfit is quite a contrast to the first fly rod 
| used. My uncle taped an inexpensive fly reel to a bamboo pole, 
added some line guides, floating fly line and we were fly fishing. I 
can't prove it, but I'l] bet that bamboo rig put more fish on the 
stringer that my friends high priced rig. 

When someone mentions fly-fishing in Alabama, most anglers’ 
minds turn to visions of big bluegills hitting popping bugs. There 
are dedicated bass fly fishermen in the state but the bluegill reigns 
supreme as the number one target of fly fisherman in Alabama. But 
you don’t have to have a fly box full of poppers; gnats and ants to 
enjoy bluegill fishing. Several companies sell fly rod combination 
outfits for $30 to $50 that will have you ready to go fly-fishing 
about as soon as you can remove the blister pack from around the 
cardboard. 

Fishing live bait with a fly rod takes a little more practice than 
using a cane pole, but any angler who can walk and scratch his head 
at the same time. is coordinated enough to fish a fly rod with live 
bait, Crickets and worms are the all time favorite, and if you can 
find catalpas you are really in business. The roll cast is by far the 
best for getting live bait on top of a bluegill bed: Just practice lift- 
ing the rod back until the bait comes to the surface and then begin a 
gentle forward cast. Roll the line until the bait flips over and settles 
where you want it, Remember not to snap the rod forward when 
beginning the cast or you will flip the bait off. 

One doesn’t need tapered leaders, tippets, and etc, when live bait 
fishing with a fly rod, 10 or 12 pound test mono leader is fine. Just 
add a small wire hook, a split shot and an aerodynamic float. I like 
the little red and white “pencil corks” with a wire loop on one end 
and a rubber band on the other. They have minimum air drag and are 
easy to see. 

If you like to bluegill fish with a pole, consider using a fly rod. It 
will allow you to get your bait a lot farther out, and you'll be the one 
that’s hooked the first time you get a big blue gill on the business 
end of a limber fly rod.

Grass.carp may, help control. 
underwater and floating weeds

The grass carp, a native of 
Russian and Chinese rivers, was 
imported into the United States in 
1963 for aquatic weed control and 
to be used as food. From the 
beginning, the grass carp con- 
trolled most underwater and some 
floating weeds in ponds. Unlike 
the common carp found in 
Alabama waters, grass carp do not 
Stir up bottom mud. 

Grass carp need running water 
to spawn and they will not spawn 
in ponds, Each day, they can eat 
two to three times their own 
weight in aquatic plants and they 
may gain 5 to 10 pounds in a sin- 
gle year. When properly stocked 
in ponds, the grass carp control fil- 
amentous algae (pond moss) and 
underwater rooted» plants. They 
also control floating duckweeds 
and water fern. When stocked at 
recommended rates, grass carp do 
not interfere with other fishes. 
They also do not interfere with 
fishing and can be caught with 
some difficulty on a hook and line 
using worms or grass as bait. 

Larger grass carp (8 to 10 inch- 
es) should be stocked in ponds 
Smaller fingerlings (2 to 6 inches) 
should be used only when preda- 
tors are absent or in newly stocked 
ponds where the predators. are 
about the same size as the grass 
carp. Smaller fingerlings can also 
be stocked in catfish ponds. Grass 
carp are readily eaten by bass and

It takes time for grass carp to 
bring a weed problem under con- 
trol. Weeds: may or may not be 
controlled ‘at the end of the first 
growing season, Usually, you can 
see results by the end of the sec- 
ond growing season. If not, then 
you may need to restock with 
enough fish to bring the total num- 
ber in the pond up to the maxi- 
mum recommended rate of 20 fish 
per acre. If the weed you want to 
control is not a favorite of the 
grass carp; you may. need to try 
other control methods. 

After the weeds are gone in 
ponds that are stocked at the max- 
imum rate, about one-half of the 
grass carp should be removed: If 
the grass carp are left in the ponds, 
there will no longer be enough 
food to support all of the remain- 
ing fish. The fish can be selective- 
ly harvested by angling or by 
using a large mesh gill net. 

When compared with other 
mechanical and chemical meth- 
ods, the use of grass carp to con- 
trol weeds in ponds is inexpen- 
sive, Results usually last about 3-5 
years. You should restock grass 
carp at the first sign of weed

Twelfth Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney Gary 
McAliley revealed Friday after- 
noon, July 22, the results of a 
joint investigation by the New 
Brockton: Police Department, 
Elba’ Police Department; 
District. Attorney’s. office and 
the Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department. 

During a press conference 
held at the Elba Courthouse, 
McAliley said several warrants 
of arrest were. issued Friday for 
sex-related crimes’ involving 
children, He said Coffee County 
law enforcement. officers 
received two reports earlier this 
year, and investigations by the 
officers led to Friday's 
announcement. 

“They've (officers) worked 
together very. well,” McAliley 
said, ‘They've done so to pro- 
tect the children of our commu- 
nity.” 

McAliley said the investiga- 
tion began after Officer John 
Greene of the New Brockton 
Police. Department began look- 
ing into. a report that a single 
parent was leaving her. 11-year- 
old female. child unattended at

“Adult males and. one adult 
female would then arrive and on 
occasion furnish drugs and 
engage in various sexual activi- 
ties with the — children,” 
McAliley said. “On one occa- 
sion, an adult from Covington 
County. manufactured: a video 
featuring the children engaging 
in sexual activities,” 

The district attorney said the 
adult, a female, can be heard on 
the video giving explicit instruc- 
tions. 

McAliley said a second report 
of sexual activities involving 
children led the investigation to 
the Elba area. He said officers 
discovered that parents were 
dropping their female children 
off at a local skating rink in 
Elba, leaving them unattended. 

After the. parents — left, 
McAliley: said non-related indi- 
viduals would pick the children 
up. and take them to various 
locations -in Coffee County 
where sexual activities with the 


children would take place. The 
children then would be taken 
back to the skating rink before 
their parents returned to pick 
them up for the evening. 

McAliley stressed that the 
skating rink had no part in the 
incidents other than it happened 
to the be place where the chil- 
dren were being dropped off. 

“To all parents of young chil- 
dren, do your best to know 
where your children are,” said 
McAliley. “Don’t assume they 
are safe from harm if dropped 
off at an amusement business, 
and don’t leave your children 
without proper adult supervi- 
sion,” 

On Friday, he said warrants of 
arrest. were issued for the fol-

Reward announced for bridge burning incidents

Coffee County 
Commissioners received the 
news they have been waiting to 
hear Monday morning, July 25, 
during the regular bimonthly 
commission meeting. 

Dwight Holley, chief investi- 
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gator with the Twelfth Judicial 
Circuit District Attorney's 
office, delivered news to com- 
missioners that a request to 
offer a reward for the capture of 
the. person(s) responsible for 
burning two county bridges ear- 
lier this year has been approved 
by the governor’s office, 

Holley said the governor's 
office has approved a $5,000 
reward for information leading 
to the arrest of those responsi- 
ble for the fires, 

He said officials with the 
governor's office said rewards 
are normally reserved for vio- 
lent crimes such as murder; 
however, the office has agreed 
to set this money aside hoping 
to lead to the capture the arson- 
ist(s), 

“Arson is one of the hardest 
crimes there is to solve,” Holley 
said, “Maybe this $5,000 will 
bring someone out to lead to the 
solving of these crimes.” 

In early January of thig year, a 
timber bridge on County Road 
365 was completely destroyed 
by a fire officials said was set 
by an arsonist. Then, in early 
May, a timber bridge on County 
Road 323 was heavily damaged 
by fire. 

After the fire on County Road 
323, county commissioners 
requested permission to offer a 
reward, 

County engineer Randy 
Tindell requested several items 
be approved by commissioners 
during Monday's meeting, 
a a en E 


Tindell said the annual bid on 
plant mix placement is up for 
renewal, and the current bid 
holder has agreed to roll the bid 
over for another year at the 
same prices. Commissioners 
unanimously voted to approve 
this request. 

Commissioners approved a 
resolution allowing the county 
to join other counties in the 
state's seventh division (south- 
east Alabama) for a joint bid of 
items such as erosion control 
materials, rip-rap, traffic stripe, 
etc, Tindell said the purpose of 
the joint bid is to get a better 
overall price. 

In regards to a grant received 
from the NRCS for emergency 
roadside repair at several sites 
across the county, Tindell said it 
looks as though two sites (one in 
district four and one in district 
three) are going to be at or 
above $50,000; therefore, he 
requested and received approval 
to bid these two projects,
